BAC news important 


We've said it before, but we'll say it again, since this week’s 
headlines make the mention timely: There's no overstating 
the importance of fair geographic representation on the 
Belleville Area College board 

Long-awaited creation of voting districts for BAC is almost 
complete. The State Board of Elections is expecting to 
submit a proposal! to the board around June 3. BAC trustees 
will review the map of newly created subdistricts for the 
college and vote on it at their June 19 meeting. 

The importance of this latest development can be seen in 
the geographic boundaries of the college and the traditional 
hometown of each of seven trustees. The district, which 
covers 2,182. square miles spread across six counties, will be 
divided into seven subdistri¢ts according to population 
Board membe have been seated by a district-wide vote 

Historical trustees have largely come from Belleville 
The subdistric will guarantee that representation will be 
chosen from each area the college serves 

Residents of the BAC district voted in November 1988 to 
have the college district subdivided. Because of the long fegal 
process involved, and knowing that the Census would reveal 
a truer population count, trustees opted to put off the 
districting until this November 

The last two years have seen a valid effort by the school’s 
board’ to place people on the board from areas other than 
Belleville. Don Theobold of Ked Bud and Bob Maxwell of 
Granite City are good examplés; both are from communities 
in which the school has branch campuses 

Three board members were to have been up for election 
this fall, but this process will cause all seven incumbents to 
run again, While it may be an inconvenience, it forces each 
officeholder to be accountable to the voters and likely will 
prompt some interest in the college district, which some- 
times goes unnoticed until something controversial develops 


Courts should stay out 


Despite any advantage il may give to legal investigations 
the courts have no business getting involved in the records of 
the Planned Parenthood clinic im Fairview Heights 

St. Clair County Associate Judge Robert LeChien 
ordered Planned Pi i to reveal the names and 
addresses of teen-age girls treated at the clinic as a result of 
an ongoing investigation.by state child welfare officials into 
alleged improper sexual contact by a clinic doctor and a 
young patient during a gynecological exam 

At the center. of the controversy are the rights of a medical 
facility to keep the names of patients confidential while 
maintaining the doctor-patient privilege to privacy 

LeChien has said the privilege doesn’t exist in this case 
because a state law involving investigations of child abuse 
precludes the privacy. LeChien has stretched the order to 
allow for a lawyer to serve as an intermediary in the state’s 
contacts with clinic clients 

LeChien has ordered Planned Parenthood to reveal the 
names and addresses of girls 13 to 17 years old who received 
breast and pelvic exams from January through March 31 
The judge ruled the names would be limited to those girls 
examined by a Belleville doctor who is accused in this case.

Minors who have 
placed their trust in the clinic and not been victims of the 
above-detailed allegations may be harmed if investigators 
inadvertently disclose that they have been clinic patients 
Few teens are willing to be associated with seeking informa- 
tion on birth control, parenting or abortion referral 

Investigators should limit their research to those patients 
who willingly come forward and otherwise build their case 
around the accusations to date 


It’s public business 


The following guest editorial ran in the Alton Telegraph 

Organizations representing the state’s elected officials are 
trying to crush‘revisions of the Illinois Open Meetings Act 
aimed at making government more accountable. 

Leading the hit list of many public officials is a require- 
ment that all closed sessions of public bodies be {Spe 
recorded. The tapes would remain confidential but could 
subject to inspection by judges or state’s attorneys in the 
event of suspected violations ; 

Simply put, the Open Meetings Act is designed to ensure 
that the ublic business is conducted in public. It requires 
most public bodies in the state to issue notice of their 
* meetings and to conduct all discussions and votes in sessions 
open to the public. 


_— The act dees allow for so-called “exeeutive sessions” which- 


may be conducted behind closed doors. We have no quarrel 
with most of those exceptions. Specific discussions of the 
‘acquisition or sale of real estate, for example, may be 
conducted behind closed doors. That obviously makes sense, 
since no public body could bargain in the public s best 
interest if prices had to be discussed in publ : 

The law also rmits secret discussions of ‘information 
regarding appointment, employment or dismissal of an 
“employee or officer’ often called’ the ‘‘personnel exemp- 
tion.’’ Sensible again since public bodies need the flexibility 
to be candid in such discussions. : 

Other exemptions are permitted for pending or imminent 
lawsuits against or on behalf of the public body or for 
collective bargaining. Again, legitimate. 

So, where’s the problem? é 

The problem lies in the difficulty of enforcement and the 
public’s lack of any checks on abuses : 

We have seen the exemption for ‘‘personnel’’ invoked, for 
-example, to conceal consideration of how revenue projec- 
tions might affect employment, or to close discussions of the 
comparative merits of two_bi _competing. to provide a. 
service roduct. F F 

Some public bodies invoke such exemptions habitually. And 
even if the public or press sus; ts that certain discussions 
do not qualify for the shield of secrecy, there is little proof 
available. $ ; 

. The taping requirement of the proposed meetings is 
designed to prevent such abuses. ’ 

Public bodies could still take advantage of closed sessions 
when needed and permitted and the appropriate law enforce- 
ment officials would have access to “evidence” if allegatioris 
of abuse arose. : — 

More importantly, the assurance that such “evidence 
exists might encourage prudence in invoking the exemptions. 

This is not simply an issue for the press. It is an issue for 

every person who pays taxes in Illinois or who derives some 
z vice from those taxes. Elected officials act on our behalf.
